IR Dunbar Plunket Barton Las named 
his new book well. Few careers have 

been more astonishing than that of Jean- 
Baptiste Jules Bernadotte, ana, viewed 
from the point of view of personal 
demeanour, few careers have been more 
edifying. Bernadotte’s life was a 
triumph of industrious and modest 
capability in an age of unstable brilliance. 
It is remarkable that it has been left to 
Sir Dunbar to familiarise us with a man 
who, only some hundred years ago, rose

A BOOK ABOUT OLD 
PEWTER.

& OVERS of old pewter for some time 
have been anxiously awaiting the 
publication of Mr. Howard Herschel 
Cotterell’s book — ‘‘ Old Pewter: its 
Makers and marks ’’—and now that the 
work has at last appeared they will be 
very much indebted to him for the vast 
amount oí information which he has 
| labouriously gathered together. Mr. 
Cotterell has spent an immense amount of 
time and patience collecting and drawing 
most accurately the thousands of 
pewterers’ marks illustrated in the book. 
He has wisely decided not to spend -too 
| much time and space on the history of the 
| craft, as that has been ably dealt with in 
| other works ; but, still, he has given many 
hitherto unrecorded facts concerning the 
provincial guilds, and so on. 

The immediate concern of Mr. Cottrel! 
is the information acquired by the pewter 
enthusiast dealing with the idéntification, 
dating, etc., of the various types of 
pewter ware, and in this respect it will be 
difficult, if ever possible, to supplant the 
| present work. The arrangement of the 
book is admireble. Following a useful 
explanatory note, which should be care- 
fully read, Chapter I. gives the earliest 
dates found referring to the activities of 
pewterers in the various towns of England, 
and also in Ireland and Scotland. 

Chapters If. and III. deal with the 
history of pewter marking and the touch 
plates which are illustrated in fascimile 
at the end of the book. Several mistakes 
regarding the chronology of the touches 
and other matters are now corrected. 
Chapter IV. gives a comprehensive account 
of the secondary marks used by pewtcrers, 
which are found on pewter objects in con- 
junction with the maker’s proper touch, 
as struck on the touchplates. Much 
useful information is given about the care 
and cleaning of old pewter, to which is 
added a most important list, with illustra- 
tions, of pewterers’ tokens and trade 
cards. 

Chapter V. contains a collection of 
beautiful illustrations of typical examples 
of old pewter objects. There are over 
three hundred illustrations, arranged 
chronologicall¥, in rough alphabetical 
order. Lach illustration is accompanied 
by a description giving approximate date, 
and other particulars. Nothing necessary 
to the identification of the various pieces 
has been omitted ; consequently, collectors 
will find this chapter of the greatest 
assistance. Chapters VI., VII. and VIII... 
containing lists of names and marks of 
British pewterers, are the most important 
in the book, and only those who have 
compiled such lists can understand the 
enormous amount of time, labour and 
research which were necessary for the 
magnificent result produced. Over five 
thousand names of pewterers are given, in 
most cases accompanied by marks; and, 
in addition, nearly one thousand marks, 
which contain only the initials or emblems 
of pewterers. Chapters IX. and X. con- 
tain indexes to the devices and marks con- 
tained in Chapters VI., VII. and VIII. 
A bibliography of works on British 
pewter follows, after which is a full 
general index and some blank sheets for 
notes. The volume closes with six 
illustrations in facsimile of existing

A- LEARNED OUTLAW. 
HISTORY WRITTEN IN A CAVE. 


(By GEOFFREY COULTER.) 


Hct in the purple solitudes of the 
Glen of Aherlow behold a middle- 
aged man, seated at the mouth of a 
heather-screened cavern. There is no 
sound to be heard save the eerie shriek of 
an eagle swooping heavenward from 
Galtee More, or the distant murmur of 
a mountain torrent. Below in the depths 
of the glen stretches the dense primeval 
forest that made Aherlow the chosen 
refuge of the outlawed. We have looked 
back into the Tipperary of two hundred 
years ago, ere Sean O’Dwyer of the Glen 
sang his sad, though sweet, lament over 
the fallen oakwoods of the Gael. 

A strange outlaw is th's dignified 
scholar, with the calm countenance of an 
ascetic and the haughty features of an 
aristocrat, who sits copying from some 
tattered manuscript yellow with years. 
It is the Rev. Dr. Geoffrey Keating, once 
a fashionable preacher, but now a man 
‘“‘on the run.” This rude cave, hollowed 
from the bleak mountainside by the forces 
of nature, had formed his home and study 
for twenty yenrs. The bare necessaries 
of life are there—perhaps, some few of 
its luxuries; and of one commodity— 
books and parchments—there js no lack. 

Geoffrey Keating came of a proud 
stock. It is generally accepted that the 
family was of Norman origin, though 
there is a legend that the name 
‘*Keating’’ is a corruption of the Gaelic 
“ Ceud-teine’’ (the first fire), and that the 
first Keating earned this nickname by 
lighting the beacon-fire which gave 
warning of the approach of Fitzstewhen 


and the first Norman invaders. Such 
fanciful etymologies, however, were 


frequently idle inventions. and as early 
as 1179 we find Halis Keating on the 
Norman side. 


A FIGHTING PRIOR. 


If the Keatings were of Norman 
extraction, they were amon: those 
Normans who rapidly became Hiberniores 
Hibernis ipsis. In the reign of Henry 
VII. a Keating, who was Prior of Kil- 
mainham, led his monks in an assault 
on Dublin Castle, carried it by storm, and 
held it for months against the King’s 
troops. In conseyuence of that incident 
it was decreed that no Irishman should in 
future be Prior of Kilmainham. 

According to Patrick Lynch (1757-1818) 
Geoffrey Keating was born “ about the 
year of our Lord 1570, near a small village 
called Burgess, ten miles vo the south- 
west of Clonmell.’’ He received his early 
education in Ireland, and the education 
of young Irishmen was not a simple 
problem in those days; for Queen 
Elizabeth’s . armies were continually 
devastating large tracts of the country 
with fire and the sword. Most of the 
Irish seats of learning had disappeared. 
In the North the O'Neill and the 
O'Donnell maintained the old native 
civilisation, and in the south-west Gerald 
Earl of Desmond enjoyed a precarious 
independence in defiance of the Queen’s 
laws. It is probable that Geoffrey Keating 
attended a school in Desmond. The 
classics of Greece, Rome and the Gael— 
these would form the basis of his educa- 
tion. Little over = century ago there were 
Kerry ploughmen with a smattering of 
Latinity. 

When Keating was sixteen vears.of aye 
he was sent abroad to complete his 
studies for the priesthood. It was a 
reversal from the customs of ancient Tre- 
land, when the Venerable Bede, the 
father of English history, related that, if 
& person of note was absent from Britain 
or the Continent. it was concluded, as a 
matter of course, that he had ‘‘ gone to 
Ireland in search of learning.’’ Keating 
did not return from the Continent until 
1610, when he was appointed curate of 
Tubrid, his native parish. He returned to 
a changed Ireland. Gaelic Ireland had 
gone down in blood at the fatal Battle of 
Kinsale. Two years had elapsed since 
the “ Flight of the Earls,” and it seemed 
as though English supremacy would never 
again be challenged. So, though laws 
against Roman Catholics remained upon 
the statute-book, they were not rigidly 
enforced . in rural Treland. The 
adventurous Elizabeth had passed; che 
pedantic James was left to consolidate her 
conquests.

| IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE jubilee of the Balfast Art Society, 
which was formed just half a century 

ago, has been honoured by the staging ot 
the finest exhibition of pictures in its 
history. The exhibition was formally 
opened yesterday by Lord Justi'a Andrews 
in the new art gallery at Stranmillis, a 
large gathering of people interested in the 
fine arts being present, and favourable 
comment was made regarding the beauty 
of the exhibits. Within the past few 
years the Society has made remarkable 
progress. Two presidents of Joyal 
Academies, as well as about forty 
Academicians and Associates, have joined 
its ranks, and every picture exbibited is 
the work of a member. The Belfast 
Society seems to have attracted eminent 
artists from all parts of the British Isles 
and the Free State, the Scottish and 
Welsh schools being also well represented. 
The exhibits number nearly three 
hundred, and, in addition to the paint- 
ings, there are exquisite examples of 
statuary by Miss Praeger and others, as 
well as pottery, etchings, mezzvtints and 
aquatints. They are displayed in two 
large airy halls to the best advantage, the 
lighting from the ceiling being so arranged 
as to fall directly upon the pictures 
It is claimed that these galleries are the 
finest for their size in the Kingdom, every- 
thing being of the most modern descrip- 
tion. while the corridors and vestibules are 
lofty and spacious, and of course the 
situation of the building, bordering the 
Botanic Gardens, is picturesque and within 
easy reach of the eity centre. The 
calleries were thrown open ia the early 
summer for the convenience cf tourists. 
but on Tuesday they were officially opened 
with due ceremonial by the Duk- of Aber- 
corn, who corgratulated the Corporation 
on its enterprise and vision in erecting 
such a beautiful building. The city has 
every reason to be proud of such a fine 
home for its art treasures. 


AMBITION IN ART

ELECTRICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Some interesting facts regarding the 
romance of electricity were presented at 
a meeting in Belfast yesterday by VColone! 

7. A. Vignoles, D.S.0O., Director and 
Secretary of the British Electrical De- 
velopment Association. Having traced the 
history of the industry and referred to its 
uses in commerce and the home, the 
speaker paid a tribute to the Electricity 
Department of the Corporation, stating 
that the power station at the harbour was 
one of the most efficient in the British 
Isles. It was, he said, designed on a 
scientific basis, while it was run on 
efficient lines, the price charged for 
current being very low, indeed. In com- 
menting upon the Shannon scheme, Colonel 
Vignoles said that water-power stations 
did not necessarily produce cheaper 
current than coal-fired stations, as the 
capital charges required for the water- 
power plant might ruin the commercial 
aspect. He urged the domestic use of 
electricity as eqnducing to healthier and 
happier homes. 

In the short discussion which followed 
Mr. H. L. MeCready said that other 
countries had gone ahead in developing 
electricity, but the home people were now 
only beginning to turn in their sleep. 
Mr. A. Scott paid a tribute to the 
Free State on having seen a big vision in 
the Shannon scheme, which was harnessing

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MARSH’S LIBRARY. | 
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THE ANNUAL VISITATION. 


The two hundred and nineteenth annual 
visitation of Marsh s Library was held 
yesterday in the Library at 2.30 p.m. 
The Governors present were the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, the Dean of St. 
Patrick's, and the Provost of. Trinity 
College. Apologies for non-attendance 
were received from the Primate and the 
Dean of Christ Church Cathedral. The 
Library-keeper, Dr. White, and the 
Assistant Librarian, Mr. N. B. White, 
were in attendance. 

After the presentation of the accounts, 
Dr. White reported as follows :— 

The Assistant Librarian, Mr. N. B. 
White, during the past year, has made 
considerable progress in the compilation 
of a catalogue of books in this library 
relating to, or printed in, Ireland, or 
composed by Irishmen. The list alread 
includes about 3,500 entries. We hope 
some time to be able to print this cata- 
logue. ‘Two interesting additions to our 
collection have been made—a bequest by 
the late Lord. Cloncurry: of ‘all his 
copies of the books by his sister, the 
Hon. Emily Lawless, together with the 
letters pasted and pinned in the different 
boeks."" The Hon. Emily Lawless was 
the authoress of many stories descriptive 
of Irish social life, the best-known of 
which is ‘* Hurrish.”

lreland’s Game Resources. 


Thirty-eight years ago the [Irish Game 
Protection Association began its services to 
Irish sport. There still is lively need for 
its vigilance. As Mr. Edward White, the 
chairman, said at yesterd&y’s general meet- 
ing, the protection of game was easier in 
former times than now, for the reason 
that a considerable measure of preserva- 
tion was practised by big landowners. To- 
day the game bird is threatened every- 
where. District after district was stripped 
of game in recent years, and the complete 
extinction of this national asset seemed 
to be at hand. Then, in May, 1928, 
the Free State Government promised 
the early drafting of a bill for the 
better protection of game in Southern 
Ireland. That bill made its welcome, if 
tardy, appearance Jast April when it was 
introduced in Ddéil Etreann, Properly 
enough, all parties welcomed the measure, 
and it passed &wo readings without a 
division. Pressure of other business caused 
the final stages of the measure to be left 
over until the present session of the Free 
State Parliament. Yesterday’s meeting of 
the Association expressed the hope—in 
which all who have the national interest 
at heart will concur—that the bill will 
pass speedily into Jaw. Every season that 
puts no check upon the exportation of 
partridge, pheasant and grouse tends to 
the destruction of stocks that it will take 
long to replace.

Many anomalies and many zebuses are 
attacked by the present bill. In the 
first place, it provides for a common 
close season for all parts of the 
Saorstát. At present different counties 
have different close times, with the result 
that regulations are hard to enforce and 
easy to evade. The close season for 
pheasant and partridge, whin the bill 
becomes law, will be extended to the end 
of September. A particularly good feature 
of the measure is the classification of 
snipe, woodcock, teal and duck as game 
birds. These species hitherto were wholly 
unprotected, although they are essentially 
game and furnish a dominant part 
of the sport which shooting men 
in Ireland may enjoy. Most satis- 
factory of all the bill’s previsions is, in 
the present situation of the country’s 
game resources, the clause which forbids 
the exportation of partridge, pheasant and 
grouse for a period of two years. Perhaps, 
a useful amendment might empower the 
Minister for Justice to extend the period 
for a further year if the purpose of the 
restriction is not fully achieve. in two. 
That purpose, of course, is to reduce the 
shooting of the species concerned in such 
measure as to bring about the complete 
re-stocking of the land. With diminished 
stocks of pheasant, partridge and grouse, 
Irish shootings cannot be valuable to their 
possessors, or bring money and visitors to 
the country. The bill is commendable 
also in its prohibition of the snaring of 
game and of the burning, in the breeding 
season, of gorse, fern, whins and heath on 
all uncultivated land. It provides for the 
licensing of all dealers in game—a regula- 
tion that would strike: at the poacher’s 
profits. | 

When the Irish Game Protection Asso- 
ciation has thanked the Free State 
Government for this bill, it would be 
ungracious to lament that time was found 
in former sessions of Parliament for the 
complete enactment of less important 
measures. We trust,’ however, that all 
parties will recognise the need of prompt 
action. On two scores the salvation of

A Royal Marriage. 


The failure of Fernando di 
attempt to assassinate the Prince of 
Piedmont yesterday has been hailed with 
thankful relief throughout the world. It 
is always difficult to understand the 
mentality that seeks to advance its 
political views by assassination, but few 
occasions could have been more untimely 
than that chosen by the miscreant in this 
Prince Umberto had arrived in 
Brussels to be present at the announce- 
ment of his engagement to King Albert’s 
daughter, and was honouring the tomb 
of Belgium’s unknown soldier when this 
dastardly attempt was made upon his life. 
Fortunately, Providence and the prompt 
action of individual policemen combined 
to render di Rosa’s attack abortive. Prince 
Umberto displayed a courage worthy of 
his grandfather, who on a similar occasion 
remarked, ‘‘ It is one of the risks of my 
profession.’” We join whole-heartedly in 
the congratulations expressed by various 
people to the Prince on his escape, and 
tender to him and to Princess Marie José 
our best wishes for the future. Indeed, 
we see in this union of the Houses of 
Savoy and of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and 
Flanders a very happy sign of the times.

Science and Scenery. 


England guards vigilantly the amenities 
of her countryside ; Ireland takes little, if 
any, thought for them. A striking illustra- 
tion of the ccntrast is furnished by the 
two national attitudes to electrical de- 
velopment. Under the Shannon Scheme a 
great network of masts and cables has 
been flung already across a dozen counties 
of the Free State. To-day they meet the 
eye everywhere. At the bidding of science 
and industry the masts have been planted, 
with the severe insistence of a Roman 
road, on hill-tops, in fields, gardens, 
woods and golf links. A few people have 
complained that their comfort or con- 
venience is affected, but we cannot recall 
any protest by any.individual or public 
body against these masts as an invasion 
of the landscape—an offence to natural 
beauty. Such protest, indeed, would have 
been useless, since the Shannon Board is 
backed by Parliament; yet the silence has 
been significant. In England the Central 
Electricity Board is spreading a similar 
network of masts and transmission lines 
throughout the land; and there also ihe 
various schemes have been sanctioned by 
law. Nevertheless, in various districts, 
noted for beauty or for historical associa- 
tions, the people are making a sturdy 
fight against the encroachment of masts 
and cables. The Electricity Board’s pro- 
posal to fling 280 masts across the Downs 
has stirred Sussex deeply, and at a mass 
meeting in Brighton, on Wednesday, a 
committee was formed '' to co-ordinate all 
the forces of opposition.” The meeting 
demanded either that this part of the 
scheme should be postponed or that the 
cables should be laid under ground. In 
the Lake District resistance to masts and 
overhead cables has been so strong that 
the Electricity Board has offered certain 
concessions, which include the substitution 
of underground transmission for masts in 
one treasured area at a cost of some 
£12,000. We can admire this jealousy 
even if it must be described as uneconomic. 
It. is, of course, true that the success of 
the Shannon Scheme is a vital matter, to 
which, if ‘need be, many minor interests 
must be sacrificed. We may hope, how- 
ever, that, as the Scheme is extended, the 
Board will make every effort to preserve 
the beauties of Nature. As yet its

The “Grandeur” Film. 


It was said of the greatest poet that 
“ panting time toiled after him in vain.” 
To-day the picture-house business in these 
islands se-ms fated to a like experience. 
It is being asked to keep pace with the 
hectic and dislocating progress of the 
American industry. The advent of the 
talking film compelled the picture-houses 
everywhere to institute new machinery in 
a hurry and at great expense. Now, 
having hardly recovered their breath, they 
are threatened with a yet more formidable 
innovation. The Fox Company has :n- 
vented the new “ grandeur film,’’ which, 
as the Morning Post tells us, “ has taken 
New York by storm, and has caused con- 
sternation throughout the American film 
industry.” ‘‘ Grandeur films ” are dis- 
played on screens fifty feet wide and 
thirty-five feet high, and present life-size 
pictures “ with a greater expanse than Is 
normally perceptible to the human eye. ’ 
The fiat of Mr. William Fox has gone 
forth that henceforward all his films wili 
be made in this dimension. ‘‘ Grandeur 
films ” are made on a two and a quarter 
inch film, whereas the normal film is one 
and three-quarter inches. If they become 
general, the present studios and cameras 
must be “ scrapped ” and the proscenium 
openings of nearly all existing picture- 
houses must be enlarged. Indeed, the 
triumph of the “ grandeur film ” would 
make most of the houses obsolete, and 
would involve the British industry in & 
loss of millions of pounds. The tragedy 
of this situation consists in British help- 
lessness. Hollywood dominates the inter- 
national scene, and the rest of the world 
is the obedient servant of its whims.

‘The Minister for Finance never lets 
sympathy get as far as his pocket; it 
never leaves his lips, as far as I can see,”’ 
continued Mr. Aiken, and went on to tell 
of cases of hardship undergone by men 
who had had to leave the country.

BRUSSELS OUI RAGE. 


A REVOLTING ATTACK, 


The Times to-day says:—The dastardly 
attempt to assassinate the Crown Prince 
of Italy in Brussels yesterday was a 
peculiarly senseless and revolting outrage. 
His betrothal to Princess Marie José, the 
only daughter of the King of the Belgians, 
had just been announced, and the know- 
ledge that the projected union was due to 
the persona] inclinations of an attractive 
young couple, rather than to considera- 
tions of political expediency, made the 
rejoicings, popular as well as ceremonial, 
both fervent and gay. In the midst of 
all this joyous celebration a fanatic, for 
some crazy idea of political vengeance, 
risked a crime that could not, by any 
conceivable chance, have the = slightest 
political : effect—that could not, indeed. 
achieve anything at all but the murder 
of an innocent young Prince, proudly re- 
joicing in his engagement to the Princess 
of his choice. 

Prince. Umberto had interrupted the 
round of festivities to visit the burial 
place of the Unknown Soldier and place a 
wreath on the tomb. “Ag he went forward 
to lav the flowers the would-be assassin 
fired his bullet. By the merest stroke of 
fortune, the shot missed, and before the 
murderous attempt could be repeated the 
man was seized and rendered helpless. 

The Prince, with the courage that has 
always been conspicuously shown by the 
House of Savoy, went on with his pious 
dutv without a moment’s hesitation. “He 
laid his wreath on the tomb, then knelt a 
few moments in prayer, and afterwards 
inspected the guard of honour before he 
drove back to the Italian Embassy. 
Mereifully he had ‘escaped tragedy ty a 
hair's breadth. But the assailant might 
easily have been successful ; the individual 
obsessed with hatred for the system of 
government introduced into Italy by 
Signor Mussolini might easily have had 
his wanton vengeance. It is the meaning- 
less cruelty and the stupidity of the crime 
that make it so shocking. The indigna- 
tion that swept through the assembled 
crowd in Brussels yesterday, the admira- 
tion aroused by the Prince’s gallantry and 
self-possession, and the sympathy felt for 
the young Princess on her bethrothal day 
will be universally shared.

Victor Emmanuel’s 
niarriage with Queen Helena—gave it, how- 
ever, an additional toueh of romance, which 
strongly appealed to the public. 

When the news of the attempt on the 
Prince was made known by special editions 
of the newspapers there were unanimous 
expressions of disgust, and certain people 
made a demonstration of loyalty before he 
Royal Palace, heedless of the fact that the 
King and Queen are not now in Rome. Flags 
were at once hung out from the Palazzo 
Venezia, now che Government House and 
office of Signor Mussolint, and this example 
was quickly followed by other public offices 
and private buildings, 

Although no official statement has yet been 
issued, it is thought that the wedding will be 
held here shortly, and it is suggested by 
many people that it will be celebrated in the 
Church of Santa Maria Degli Angeli. ‘The 
celebrant is likely to be Cardinal Gamba, 
the Archbishop of Turin, whose recent 
journeys here to consult the Pope are now 


recalled with signficant interest. While, 
therefore, the rumours that the wedding 
would .be celebrated in St. Peter's bv the 


Pope himself appear to have been groundless, 
the recent conciliation betwéen the Church 
and State will not be without its effects.

TRINITY COLLEGI 
SOCIETY DEBATE 


THE CASE OF THE FREE 
STATE. 


“ Sodialism: A Problem of Production,” 
was the title of the inaugural address of the 


President of the University Philosophical 
Society, Mr. W. J. E. Jessop (ex-Sch., 
Mod.), B.A., M.B., M.Sc., Professor of 


Physiology, the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Ireland, at the opening meeting last night 
in Trinity College, Dublin. The Provost, 
Dr. Gwynn, was in the chair, 

AN URGENT PROBLEM. 

Dr. Jessop said that the industrial revolu- 
tion was the direct cause of one of the most 
urgent problems that had ever confronted 
humanity. The problem had two aspects in 
the consideration of the relative merits of 
small and large scale production, and in the 
choice of a method of control of the means 
of production. The lecturer went on to give 
a short history of the development of in- 
dustry from individual. hand labour of long 
ago to the capitalised mass production of 
to-day. He spoke of the growth of the 
trade union movement and the employers’ 
federations. 

Corftinuing, he déclared that the industrial 
revolution; aided by the uncontrolled instincts 
of man, had produced in little over one 
hundred years this system of large-scale pro- 
duction where the means of production were 
in the hands of private individuals. ‘‘ What- 
ever We may think of the method of the 
control of capital, the system has _ every- 
thing in its favour. It enables industrial 
efforts to be concentrated so that the maxi- 
mum ‘advantages are derived from particular 
local properties of soil or climate.’’ 

Those who found the cause of all their 
social and economic problems in the private 
ownership ot the means of production point 
out that the evils of this may be seen in two 
chief directions—in its effect on the worker 
and in iis effect on the general public. The 
supply of workers exceeds the demand, and 
the capilalist is therefore in the position to 
offer as a wage enough to provide the barest 
subsistence. To offer less would ‘mean that 
the worker would starve. The result is that 
the standard of living of the worker is 
deplorably low. The conditions under which 
large numbers of peopie live in our slums 
have been described too often. Even more 
sinister than the physical hardships which 
must be endured are the moral conditions 
under which the inhabitants of the slums live. 

THE SOCIALISTIC SCHEME. 

The general public were also the victims of 
the capitalist, When one firm controls the 
monopoly of a certain business it can 
obviously make its own price irrespective of 
cost of production if the article which it 
manufactures is a necessity. We must allow, 
the lecturer said, that the two major evils of 
our present industrial system, the condition 
of the worker and the persistently high 
prices, may be traced to the control of capital 
by private individuals interested only in gain. 
We are, therefore, compelled to take ful 
cognisance of any scheme which proposes to 
remedy these evils by a change in the method 
of control. During the last 50 years a scheme, 
called Socialism, has been advocated by an 
increasingly large number of people. Socialism 
may be defined as a system of society, 1n 
which the means of production belong to the 
community as a whole, and are developed anid 
operated by the community with a view to 
promoting the general well-being. 

THE ECONOMIC ASPECT. 

It is on its economic aspect that Socialism 
has been subjected to the most severe crit!- 
cism. There are resvics wr'ch will foliow 
from the complete nationalisation of property 
which are of doubtful desirability in oxr 
present community. Competition would be 
eliminated; for the State would be the only 
employer and producer. 


The loss of individual freedom is a potent | 


argument against the social state, he said. 
If it is to he successful in its completeness, 
everyone must be prenared to carry out the 
wishes of a central body concerning the 
nature and amount of the work he does 
But these objections are not so serious as 
others; for there ig good reason to hope that, 
with proper education of the public, they 
would disappear in a very short time. But 
we would still haye a further objection due 
to the loss of individuality and initiative due 
to continued supervision, if not active 
coercion, by the State. 

On consideration of the 
disadantages of Socialism, the obliteration 
of class distinctions and the safe- 
guarding of the worker stand out amongst 
tinnally going on, why is the villageand,wd 
the benefits promised, 

GOVERNMENT INTERFERENCE. 

Professor Alison Phillips, Lecky Professor 
of M idern History, cis Aí MR who propy sed the 
motion of the vote oí thanks to the President, 
stated that he deplored the practice of 
politicians on platforms to endéavour to ex- 
plain the complicated economic question in a 
conversation of halí an hour. It was a matter 
too far-reaching in its effects for such treat 
ment, Socialism was a very vague term. 
It was true of most politicians that they had 


advantages and 


found it necessary to bring about ordinary : 
legislation under pressure from below. Out- 
side those political parties, however, there 


was still a remnant of the elect left of those 
who e@hampioned the old doctrine that all 
Government. interference with trade and in 
dustry was likely to do more harm than good 

In the 17th century men said that Govern- 
ment control was not necessary, and to-day 
Socialism.in its most extreme forms aimed at 
making Government control absolute in the 


interests of ordinary well-being. His own 
attitude lay sumewhere between those ex- 
tremes. The industrial advances made by 
Great Britain were due, not to Government 
polic yor action, but to individual, effort. 


(Hear, hear.) 
MR. WHEATLEY. 

The Right Hon. J. Wheatley, M.P., in 
seconding the motion, said that he believed 
that there was not a burglar in’ Dublin who 
would not agree with what Professor Phillips 
had said. When telling the audience that 
vivil government was the restraint of liberty, 
and that it was a necessary evil, he did not 
tell them how much of it was necessary, but 
they were left to judge from his further re- 
marks, that the rich man wanted just as 
much government as was needed, and he 
objected to any Government that would come 
between him and his victims 

The professor, Mr. Wheatley went on, was 
good enough to tell them that there were 
some things that had grown up in capitals 
to which he objected, and he mentioned 
slums; but he (Mr. Wheatley) would like to 


remind him that these were capitalist slums. 
‘You have no Socialist slums in Dublin, 
London, or in any part of the world. Slums 


are phe price that humanity has to pay íor. 
what. you get out of capitalism in industry. 
He will allow the Government to interfere 
with slums. That is good, sound capitalis' 
philosophy. Certainiy, the Capitalist will 
allow the Government to interfere with any 
trad@ or industry in which there is no protit. 
- THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

I think, he said, the only reason triat Pro- 
fessor Phillips gave to show why industry 
and. trade should be left in the hands of 
the capitalist is the large amount of capital 
required, but I have yet to learn that you 
have in this world a richer capitalist than 
the British Empire. The Professor had re- 
ferred to a petrol company that had sunk 
£700,000 digging for oil before oi] was found, 
and held that it was an example in favour 
of capitalism, but I think that waste of that 
kind is one of the worst things that could be 
said for it. He spoke of the long face that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer would pull 
if he saw this item of expenditure in his 
Budget without ‘anything to show for it, but 
does. the Professor know of the long face 
that. the. Chancellor of the Exchequer does 
pull whem he sees an item. not of £700,000, 
or £7.000.000, but of £7,000,000,0000 of a 
National War Debt, for which he had nothing 


| 
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world capitalism. And it was a war which 
gave us not merely water or oil, but human 
bloodshed, of which the world is ashamed 
to-day. 

I want to state here that capitalism is at 
the present moment a complete failure for 
our economic ee ge and that it is not a 
matter as te w we will select capitalism 
or socialism, or something else, for capitalism 
is as Obsolete to-day as were the primitive 
methods of production that preceded it. I 
do not deny that capitalism was an improve- 
ment on the old methods; it was just as 
great an improvement as socialism will be on 


capitalism, 
THE GAUSE OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 
Continuing, Mr. Wheatley said that 


unemployment to-day was caused by surplus. 
‘hey had the surplus because the people 
had not the purchasing powers to deal with 
the goods that had abeady been produced. 
"“ As a matter of fact, our people to-day ate 
starving in the midst of plenty. Capitalism 
had now reached a stage of development when 
it is barred from any further progress.” 
STATE CONTROL. 

Mr. W. M. Jellett, K.C., proposing a motion 
that the Society was worthy of the support 
of the students of the University, stated that, 
as far as he knew. there were 263 definitions 
of Socialism. Such did not help to form a 
definite conclusion on Socialism. He. con- 
tended that if the State took over control 
of production, then there would be no in- 
centive to work, no ideals in front of man, 
no rising to higher sitions in life, 
State control in Russia had proved disastrous. 
There nationalisation was the essence and 
principle of Government, and that principle 
was called the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
No doubt, there was dictatorship, but the 
pemetennt had as much to do with it as he 
iad. In England State control of railways 
and coal mines had failed. It was entirely 
beyond his comprehension that the Labour 
Party could have any smypathy with the sys- 
tem of dictatorship that brought about the 
revolution in Russia in 1917, 

Speaking on the matter of development of 
industry by the State, Mr. Jellett said that 
in Ireland there was one of the greatest indus- 
tries in the world, referring to Guinness’s 
Brewery. Do not imagine for one moment, 
he said, that that brewery would have been 
developed by a Government, and if it hal 
not been developed by private enterprise, 
where would we be now for our revenue? I 


fear to contemplate it.” Mr. Snowden re- 
cently spoke on thrift, but where, asked 
the .speaker, would there be room for 
thrift if ¢apitalism were abolished ? 


Socialism meant a certain lowering of the 
standard of living, destruction of ideals, re- 
tarding of progress, and, finally, the degrada- 
tion of humanity. 

MR. T. J. O°CONNELL. 

Mr .T. J. O'Connell, T.D., Leader of the 
Irish Labour Party, seconding the vote, said 
that his criticism of the paper was that it was 
too general in its application. He would 
have preferred if a paper of that kind had 
more particular reference to their own 
country, to the conditions that they found 
there than in any ther country; for they 
were very different. He did not know any 
word that was misused or so misunderstood 
as the word Socialism. ‘To-day they were 
all Socialirts to a greater or a less degree. 
They were all. Socialists jin the Dail, where 
they were continually passing laws which 
interfered with the libérty of the individual, 
which interfered “with private enterprise, and 
which regulated and controlled industries. 
But they did not call that Socialism ; instead 
they called it by other words, and, 
the best was the word “ Nattonalisation.’’ 

Mr. O'Connell went on to show how the 
Free State was more and more becoming 
the social state, with the compulsory 
operation in trades and industries, etc., that 
time to time. 

Coneluding the debate, the Chairman said 
that Socialism was an interesting problem. 
Ireland aceepted an alteration in its form of 
constitution, and English friends told Trish 
people that it was an extraordinarily interest- 
ing experiment. We have submitted to our 
operation, said the Provost. It 1s over, and 
we watch with interest the extraordinarily 
interesting experiment being tried by the 
English Labour Government on the English 
body politic.

FACTORY BUTTER. 


APPLICATION OF A NEW 
ORDER, 


At a recent meeting of the Consultative 
Council set up under the Irish Free State 
Dairy Produce.Act one of the matters 
under consideration was the question of 
applying the Butter Exporting (Examina- 
tion) Order to factory and farmers’ butter. 
This Order prescribes a minimum standard 
of quality for butter consigned for export, 
but is at present app!'cable only to 
creamery butter. Several members of the 
Council stated that, in consequence, the 
export of inferior factory and farmers’ 
butter was taking place, and was injuring 
the reputation of Irish Free State butter 
generally. 

A large majority of the Council were 
strongly of opinion that this unsatis- 
factory state of affairs should not be 
allowed to continue, and that steps should 
be taken to apply the present Examination 
Order to all classes of butter exported 
from the country. 

It is probable that the Minister for 
Agriculture will comply with the wishe: 
of the Council, but that the proposed 
extension of the Order will not become 
effective until the beginning of the 1931 
butter export season—say, from the Ist 
June of that year—so as to give all con- 
cerned an opportunity of adjusting their 
business to the new conditions. 

The Council discussed also the question 
of forfeiture of butter when it does not 
comply with the Dairy Produce Act or 
the regulations. 

Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, explained that the regulations were 
not difficult to conform with, and were 
reasonably administered. Consequently it 
was easy for creameries and other exporters 
to avoid the necessity for forfeiture. 


SUBMARINE. WITH IRISH 
NAME.

CHILIAN VISITOR AT THE 
NORTH WALL: 


A submarine flying the ensign of Chile. but 
hearing the very. un-Spanish name of 
‘*OQ’Brien’’ entered the Port of Dublin yes- 
terday, and made fast in the Alexandra Basin, 
She is ane of the three new submarines which 


have heen built by Messrs. Vickers, ot 
Barrow-in-Furness, for the Chilian Govern 
ment. The “O'Brien,” which had. arrived 


from Ostépd, is making test cruises titi! the 
other two submarines are ready to undertake 
the nine thousand mile voyage to Chile. 

Commander Arroyo explained to. an 
Irish Times representative that his craft was 
named after a Chilian national hero, George 
’ Brien, an Irishman, who had retired from 
the British Navy. He afterwards commanded 
the first Chilian man-o’-war. He wag killed 
in an engarement with the Spanish Sauadron 
which was hlockading the Port of Valparaiso 
when the Chilians, under Rernardo 0’ Uieaine. 
were fighting for independence in the early 
nineteenth centurv. 

The “ O’Brien ” is 286 feet in length, and 
exactly resembles the British “0” Class of 
submarine. A 4.7 gun, hooded in canvas, is 
mounted on her cconring tower, and she has 


two torpedo tubes aft. ‘There ere also tor- 
pedo tubes forward, but their number and 
construction ig a ‘earefully guarded secret 
She carries a crew of five officers, a doctor, 
ane forty-nine men.

FREE STATE. 

TO THE EVIYOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—in the report in the /7ish Times ot 
tue syth mst, of (ne meetiang of the Council 
or tne Duolin Chamber of Commerce it Is 
svaled that the Council decided to recommend 
tu the Association of Chambers of Commerce 
(insa free State) that no request shouid be 
inaae ior uhe withdrawal of a section of the 
Lompanies (Particuiars as to Directors) Act, 
iJi(. ‘Lhe section reierred to is one requiring 
tnat director’’ names shail be publushed on au 
traae catalogues, trade. circulars, show cards 
and business feviers on, or in, which their 
company $ name appears. 

No doubt, the Council are aware that the 
English Companies, Acus of 1908, 1915 and 
lyi/ were repealed as to Kngiand by the 
Companies Acv, 1929, which lawer Statute is 
intended to be’ a code, and embodies in 
Section 145 the “Business Names ”’ provision, 
which the Council rightly (in my opinion) 
desire to perpetuate. ‘ine English Act «f 
1929, whicn is, as Í have statea, a Consoli- 
daiing Act (or code), consists of 585 sections, 
and will, I think, come into force in England 
next month. It contains some new and im- 
portant provisions, including— 

(a) A stricter supervision of directors, 
officers, secretaries and liquidators of com- 

nies. 

(b) Regulations intended to lessen the 
scandals connected with offers to sell shares 
upon the basis vf some uncorroborated ‘etter 
from one of a company’s officials. 

(c) Power to make the liability of directors, 
managers and managing directors unlimited, 
by a statement to that effect in the 
memorandum of association. 

(d) A provision making void anything con- 
tained in articles of association which 
exempts directors, officers or auditors from 
liability for negligence or breach of duty. 

(e) Prohibiting undischarged bankrupts 
from being directors except by leave of the 
Court. 

I suggest to the Council of the Chamber of 
Commerce to represent to the Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce the desirability of 
introducing a bill on the same lines as the 
new English Act for consolidating company 
law in the Irish Free State. The Oireachtas 
has placed on the Free State Statute Book a 
code for regulating patents, trade marks and 
copyright, -and the present seems a convenient 
time. for a.code regulating companies, insteaai 
of being dependent (for reférence purposes) 
ou three English Acts now no longer in force 
in Great Britain. 

It also occurs to me that, if such new 
legislation takes place, it would be advisable 
wo formulate “rules” for the compulsory 
winding up of companies. At present legal 
practitioners are working on tha rules in 
force before the creation of the Irish Free 
State, the forms of petition, ete., in which 
require adaptation for use in this Dominion.

to get us any further. For good or ill, thev 
are both there, and it is likely to take at

tural and an industrial State. In these cir- 
cumstances it seems that we should try to get 
some advantage out: of the Boundary—an 
advantage to the agricultural community of 
the agricultural State. I would suggest that 
we take a leaf out of the German book. and

! give an export bonus—in the form of certifi- 


cates exchangeable in payment of Customs 
duty on imported gcods of any description-— 
on all agricultural produce, both live stock 
aud dead stock, exported. 

It would probably be necessary to increas 
some of the import duties to meet these 
certificates, but, as ‘we would at the same 
time have benefited the large majority ef the 
Free State population, the additional duties 
would not prove such a great hardship. We 
might further enlarge the scheme and provide 
that the bonus certificate on agricultural pro- 
duce exported to a certain country micht 
only be available for payment of dutv on 
goods imported from that’ country. ‘This 


‘would tend to increase the demand for Trish 


agricultural produce. I am not a trained 
economist, and there are probably manv weak 
points in this scheme; but I put it forwa:d 
as a novel idea, of which. eventually, some 
good may come.—Yours, etc., 3 
é R. FE.

GREYHOUND. RACING. 


COURSING CLUB SUED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
The hearing of an action brought by Mr. 
John J. Gavigan, of Garriskill, Streete, Co. 
Westmeath, against Mr. John Hoare, of 
Ardaveen, Connaught avenue, Cork, and 
others was begun. The plaintiff claimed an 
injunction restraining the defendants, as the 
Standing Committee of the Irish Coursing 
Club, from warning him off and disqualifying 
his registered greyhounds, and preventing 
him from entering and running them at 
coursing meetings promoted and held under 
the rules of the Irish Coursing Club; a 
declaration that he is entitled to enter and 
run his registered greyhounds at such 

coursing meetings, and anime, 

In his statement of claim the plaintiff set 
out that he was a member of the Lisna- 
caffrey Coursing Club, which was affiliated to 
the Irish Coursing Club. During the years 
1925-1926 he was the owner of a number of 


greyhounds, including a dog known gs 
Kanowna, which was duly registered in 
accordance with the rules of the Irish 


Coursing Club. He entered and ran his 
greyhounds, including Kanowna, at a coursing 
meeting held under the rules of the Irish 
Coursing Club on the 24th November, 1925, 
and on the 2nd August, 1926, the defendants 
warned him off from entering or running his 
greyhounds at coursing meetings, and dis- 
qualified his registered greyhounds for 
alleged fraudulent or discreditable conduct, 
aud their decision was published in ‘the news- 
paper Sport, in its issue of 14th August, 
926. The defendants in giving such deci- 
sion acted ultra vires and in breach of by- 
law (1) of the by-laws governing their powers, 
in that no notice of the investigation of the 
complaint of alleged fraudulent or discredit- 
able conduct was given to him, and he was 
not. given an opportunity of being heard or 
calling evidence in his defence. The publica- 
tion of the notice of warning off in Sport 
was a breach of by-law (k). 

The plaintiff further stated that the deci- 
sion of the defendants was invalid, inopera- 
tive snd void. He was not guilty of any 
discreditable or fraudulent action in. connec- 
tion with the running of the greyhound 
Kanowna or any other greyhound, and he 
claimed a declaration that the decision of the 
defendants was invalid, inoperative and void, 
and the injunction and declaration mentioned. 

The detendants, in their defence, denied 
that the plaintiff was the owner of the dog 
Kanowna or any greyhound, or that the dog 
Kanowna or any greyhound of the plaintiff 
was registered in accordance with the rules 
of the Irish Coursing Club, or that he had 
entered any dogs at coursing meetings as 
alleged; and they said that they, as ager 
Committee of the Irish Coursing Club, acte 
bona fide upon a complaint made to taem 
concerning the registration and breeding of 
the dog Kanowna and its eligibility to com- 
pete in the stake for which it had been 
entered at the coursing meeting of the Lisna- 
caffrey Club on the 24th November, 1925. 
They did not direct or authorise the pubh- 
cation of; nor did they publish, their decision 
in Sport or any newspaper, and they denied 
the publication in Sport or any newspaper. 
They state that notice of the complaint and 
of the time and place of its investigation was 
given to the plaintiff, and that he did not 
attend on the occasion of such investigation 
or tender any evidence. They denied that 
the plaintiff had suffered any loss or damage, 
and also pleaded waiver on the part of the 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., 
Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. I. A. 
Finlay (instructed by Mr, Edwin E. Mason) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Lynch, 
K.C., Mr. Lupten, K.C., and Mr. M, J. 
Connolly (instructed by Messrs. D'Arcy and 
Buggy) for the defendants. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that in substance 
the two questions were whether the action of 
the defendants was u/tra vires the rules, and 
whether the plaintiff got notice or not. 

Mr. Wood said that what the plaintiff com- 
plained of was, first, that he did not gut 
notice, and, secondly, that the investigation 
was held without his being heard, The com 
plaint, so far as he coul ather, was that 
this dog Kanowna on the 68 on which 1 
was run, the 24th November, 1925, was not 
of the age or breeding which would quality 2 
for the race, which was a trial stakes for 
puppies. Strict and positive notice of the 
investigation should have been given to the 
plaintiff. 

Counsel said that on the minutes of the 
meeting of the committee of the club the 
decision was arrived at on an ex parté state- 
ment in the absence of the plaintiff. 

The plaintfff was called to give evidence. 
and the further hearing was adjourned unui! 
next Tuesday.

The meeting further demanded that 
the cost of living index figure should be so 
applied as to provide for full compensation 
for increased cost of living on salaries not 
exceeding £200 per annum, and correspon ‘- 
ingly adequate compensation on salaries ex- 
ceeding that figure.

MAJOR HEZLET AND MISS 
GOURLAY WIN THE FINAL. 


As was generally expecied, Major Charles 
Hezlet, the Irish Open Amateur Champion and 
British infernationalist, and Miss Gourlay, the 
English and French lady champion, yesterday 
wou the mixed foursome tournament at Worples- 
don. 

In the final they beat Miss Winn, an English 
international player, and’ Victor Longstaffe, the 
old Cambridge Blue, at the 39th. The occasion 
also provided a record in that in was the first 
time a mixed foursome final went beyond the 
36th. 

The weather made it as wncomfortable fer the 
spectators as for ithe players, and the exciting 
finish of one of the most popular events of the 
eeason carried with it a huge crowd. In the 
face of the downpour, Hezlet and Miss Gourlay, 
on the first rownd, gained a tend of three holes, 
and afterwards they lost it. Then they secured 
what seemed to be a winning advantage, as the 
Anglo-Irish combination was cne up with two to 
play, and dormy one, They almost threw the 
match away with both hands—at least Hezlet did. 

During the first round there was always just 
a little superiority about the champions’ play. 
Miss Gourlay holed some fine putts, and made 
fewer mistakes than did the other players. Long- 
staffe and his partner played magnificent golf to 
win four holes in succession, after losing the first 
and second, but Longstaffe lost the seventh by 
finding an unplayable place beyond the green, 
and, with Mise Winn bunkered at the eighth, 
her side’s advantage went. 

For a time the champions dominated the match. 
Miss Winn was trapped, and lost the tenth, and 
although they squared again, the thirteenth, 
fourteenth, and sixteenth went to the ultimate 
winners. This enabled Miss Gourlay and Ilezlet 
to start the second round with a lead of three. 

The third and fourth of the second round went 
fo Miss Winn and Longstaffe; but they lost he 
next two to he 3 down again. Miss Gourlay wi 
bunkered. and the seventh went against Bus, 
while Herlet went into a ditch at the ninth, 
so that the English and Irish champions now 
were but 1 up. Ilezlet succeeded with one of 
his very few good putts in winning the tenth; 
but at the next two holes his play was pro- 
nouncedly weak. Iie missed a four feet putt 
at the eleventh, and an cighteen inches putt at 
the twelfth. and Miss Gourlay’s roor tee shot 
at the thirteenth meant that Hezlet and his 
partner had lost their lead again. 

Later Longstafle and Miss Winn were 1 up 
with four to play, and Miss Gourlay and her 
partner won the following two. The seventeenth 
was halved, and Miss’ Winn holed a long putt 
to take the thirty-sixth. By this time the course 
was becoming water-logged, and casual water on 
the green stopped the ball. Four times Mies 
Winn and partner putted before they holed out, 
and Hezlet and Miss Gourlay distinguished them- 
selves with only three putts to win the match.

Mr. John Maguire (instructed by Messrs 
McHenry and Maguire) defended. 

Mr. Rice said that the accused man was 
charged under three different headings with 
regard to thirteen items. He was a clerk 
and cashier in the employment of Mr. Keane, 
and his duties included the keeping of the 
cash book, the entering of all moteys received, 
the disbursements, and the lodging of the 
moneys in the bank. The series of frauds 
began in the -week ending February, 1926, 
and went on up to the end of last July— 
they were audacious and systematic frauds. 

ln the week ending February, 1926, on 
the disbursement side of the cash book there 
was £5) short. The total amount that the 
uccused man had taken out at the bottom of 
the column was £578 13s. 4d., while the 
correct amount was £528 lds. 4d. In that 
case the defendant had credited himself with 
£50 more than he had, with the result that 
when he came to the next page he brought 


over a total of £174 17s. 6d. in _ hands, 
which meant that he had taken from 
(the cash in hands the ma ol 
£50. It would be proved that 


the entries had been made in the handwriting 
of the accused man. The next item showed 
that on May 29 the defendant in a like 
manner took another £50. On June 25 the 
accused man varied the procedure, and on 
this occasion the books showed that a cheque 
drawn in favour of a firm named Fitzsimmons 
for £9 12s. 11d. on the disbursement side 
showed a sum of £59 12s. lld. This was his 
method of procedure, and the amounts which 
he took from the firm totalled over £ 

MR. KEANE’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. J. J. Keane, giving evidence, said that 
the accused man shad been for several years 
in the employment of the firm, and his duty 
included entering in the cash book the dis- 
bursements and lodging all cash in the bank. 
All the items in the irregularities were in the 
handwriting of the defendant. In one 
instange, in the case of a cheque for £9 12s. 
the amount appeared in the book as £59 12s. 
In another the entry as.a lodgment in the 
Munster and Leinster Bank appeared as 
£167 7s, 6d., while the bank pass-book showed 
that the actual amount lodged was £67 7s. 6d. 
The totals of the balances were drawn in 


correctly. The first occasion on which he 
learned about these matters was “from the 
auditor. 

To Mr. Maguire, witness said that thie 


defendant was twelve or fourteen years in the 
position and was paid £3 a week. All the money 
that the accused man collected was returned 
correctly, but the entries referred to the mill 

A man named Corcoian, who had been im 
charge of the mills, had pleaded guilty in 
that court a few days ago to charges of 
embezzlement. He had a separate office of 
his own.

Mr. Maguire—I only want to show that he 
knew nothing at all about this when it was 
goin on, and that he signed the cheques in 

ank. 


Answering further questions, Mr. Keane 
said that the rene man bore a good 
character up to the present case. 

Asked if he were satisfied that there was 
no collusion between Corcoran and Gleeson, 
he said that he was satisfied there was not. 
Continuing. he said that he looked through 
the books from time to time, but did not 
check them, 

Answering Mr. Rice, he said that there was 
no connection between the defalcations of 
Corcoran or the books concerning them and 
the items connected with the present charges 
against Gleeson. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, chartered accountant, 
gave details of his examination of the bootrs 
between 1926 and 1929 showing the errors and 
alterations mentioned. 

Mr. Maguire submitted that there was no 
rroof whatever that anv money had, in fact, 
been stolen or abstracted by the accused man 
There was nothing except evidence that 
certain tots were wrong and certain slteve 
tions apparently made in books produced. 
He asked for a direction, there being nothing 
to show that the moneys mentioned were ever 
in the possession of the firm. 

The Judee refused a direction. 

ACCUSED MAN EXAMINED. 

The defendant was then examined, and said 
that in his collections of the accounts of the 
firm not a penny had ever gone wrong. Every 
item was entered in the daily cash book, and 
any alterations in the entries were made by 
others. There were three different hand- 
writings in some of the books. Corcoran had 
charge of the mill cash book. 

Mr. Maguire—Did you receive any of the 
money you are charged with embezzling ?—l 
know nothing whatever about it. 

Continuing to reply to his counsel, tha 
accused man denied having tampered with 
any of the figures or entries referred to by 
the prosecution. He believed that the 
alterations were made by someone else to 
balance the accounts. Any entries that he 
male were correct. 

The further hearing was adjourned till 11 
o'clock to-day.
